In December, 1080, at the 
Madrid CSCE Review Conference, the United States delegation 
voiced its support for the position of the Government of Sweden 
when the Swedish delegation urged renewed efforts to resolve the 
Wallenberg case. In addition, representatives from the American

Wallenberg case held in Stockholm in January of this year. On 
April 10, Ambassador Max Kampelman, speaking in Madrid at a 
CSCE plenary session, stated that the Wallenberg case was one 
that "will not go away.” Ambassador Kampelman noted that the 
refusal of the Soviets "to appreciate the human factor which is 
symbolized by the Wallenberg case is stimulating even further
